Prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest, alone or in combination, an 
apparatus for control of an alternating current appliance, the apparatus being entirely 
resident within an appliance plug and particularly including " a programmable controller 
which is programmable exclusively through a plurality of the power delivery conductors", 
in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as recited in claim 1 (claims 27-40, 
56) are allowable since they are dependent on claim 1 ). 

Prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest, alone or in combination, a 
method for control of an alternating current appliance, the method comprising the steps of 
disposing the programmable controller within the appliance plug; providing a plurality of 
electrical power delivery conductors and particularly including " programming the 
controller exclusively by applying one or more signals to two or more of the power 
delivery conductors", in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as recited in 
claim 42 (claims 43-51 and 57 are allowable since they are dependent on claim 42). 

Prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest, alone or in combination, an 
apparatus for powering an electrical network comprising a programmable controller 
comprising an electrostatic diode discharge protection diodes internal to the 
microcontroller and excluding rectification elements of a DC power supply external to the 
microcontroller and particularly including " each the diodes paralleled by a MOSFET 
transistor that forms an alternative conducting path around each of the internal

electrostatic discharge protection diodes", in combination with the remaining claimed 
limitations as recited in claim 52 (claims 54-55 are allowable since they are dependent 
on claim 42).
